This house needs quite extensive repairs. Rain in every 
driving storm enters the building through the tower in such 
quantities as to saturate the walls and ceiling in the centre 
partition. The rooms all require sheathing overhead, as the 
plastering is frequently falling in large sheets. The Board 
are of the opinion that because of the size of the rooms noth- 
ing short of sheathing will remedy this defect. We desire 
also to call attention to the fact that the number of scholars is 
now even largely in excess of the seating capacity of the build- 
ing. For several years we have been obliged to hire a room 
of John A. Powers, at an annual expense of $40, and we 
could only do justice to the school were we to have two more 
rooms of equal capacity to those we at present have at com- 
mand.

It is with pleasure that the Board report that the school 
year has been one of more than average success, and that 
whilst in some instances and under some circumstances schools 
have not been to us perfectly satisfactory, yet in general our 
first statement is correct. 

Your Board have to thank the teachers for their uniformly 
ready disposition to adopt and carry out our suggestions in all 
directions. The scholars, for the courtesy with which (with 
hardly an exception) they have conducted themselves towards 
their teachers, their associates and the Board; and the parents 
and guardians, for the earnestness with which they have co-op- 
erated with both teachers and the Board in securing prompt 
attendance, and that degree of good order without which suc- 
cess in the schoolroom can never be attained. 

In schools Nos. 2 and 18 some dissatisfaction has been 
expressed because the Board decided to continue the system. 
of grading heretofore adopted for them, it being precisely the 
same in all respects as that adopted for school No. 3. The 
Board feel that a change from this system, to that of mixed 
schools as is desired, would be retrograde in its character and 
would ultimately result in serious educational disaster, and we 
would state that this system is one of well nigh universal 
adoption in all the leading educational centres of the country. 
Under the graded system we have found opportunity to secure 
for these schools teachers much better qualified for this work, 
and we have been able to advance the length of the school 
year from thirty to thirty-six weeks. 

We also desire to call your attention to the fact that the 


ou 


Legislature of 1889 passed a law requiring towns to supply 
all text books and school supplies free of cost to the scholars. 
This will require an appropriation of several hundred dollars 
in addition to the usual appropriations. In this connection 
we would say that whilst the tax-bills will be increased by this 
law, yet we believe in the end it will prove an economy, for 
the Board can purchase school books and school supplies at 
prices largely reduced from those heretofore paid the retail 
dealer in these articles. 

We feel compelled to urgently call your attention to the 
rapidly growing impression, on the part of the public, that 
the Board of Education is required by law to allow compen- 
sation, or to provide transportation for scholars to and from 
school. This idea should be as rapidly abandoned, the law 
only granting the Board privilege of allowing compensa- 
tion when in their judgment the necessities of the case seem 
to demand tt. Your Board believe that honesty and justice, 
as well as law, demand that every parent or guardian hav- 
ing custody or charge of scholars shall make a reasonable 
effort to secure the attendance of their children upon the pub- 
lic schools when in session, regardless of the idea of compen- 
sation. oes. 

We would respectfully suggest that the usual annual appro- 
priation of five thousand dollars for the support of schools for 
the ensuing year should be made, as well as that the Literary 
Fund and the Dog Tax be applied to the same purpose.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH. 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen of the Town of 

Winchester : 

Gentlemen :—We herewith have the honor to submit the 
following report of the matters under our charge during the 
past year. We believe that the citizens of the town have rea- 
son to be thankful that the general health of the community 
has remained so good, because the past year with its high aver- 
age temperature and excessive rainfall has been favorable for 
the development of disease; and although much needs to be 
done in the way of better sanitation, yet we are certain that 
there is increased care on the part of the general public as 
regards the prevention of disease by the removal of conditions 
which may cause it. Some cases of diphtheria and scarletina 
have occurred but fortunately these diseases have not become 
epidemic. Our physicians are now supplied with the blanks 
issued by the State Board of Health for the purpose of 
promptly reporting this class of diseases to the local Board of 
Health, so that the measures for the prevention of the spread 
of the contagion which may be at the command of the health 
officers can be immediately applied. 

The construction of the sewer from the Ashuelot River 
via the residence of Mrs. J. C. Smith, the Methodist parson- 
age, etc., as voted by the town at the last annual meeting, was 
undertaken under the supervision of the Board of Health, as 
early in the season as circumstances would permit, and the 
work brought to a satisfactory close. The Board, during the 
first half of the work, was subjected to considerable criticism 
on the part of individuals who, though honest in their beliefs, 
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were laboring under a misapprehension of the facts forming 
the basis of the work. ‘Their chief criticisms were based on 
the fact of the removal of the twelve-irich tile which formed a 
highway drain along part of the sewer line and the substitution 
of an eight-inch tile therefor, and the construction of silt basins 
with conducting pipe to the sewer for receiving the surface 
water of the highway or street. 

It will perhaps be well to state in this connection that the 
design of the sewer being the removal of sink water and _ oth- 
er waste matter from dwellings to the Ashuelot River, it was 
necessary to establish a common grade low enough to take 
this waste at some eleven different points, and said grade was 
so low as to necessitate the removal of the highway drain, 
which was needed for use elsewhere, and the grades were so 
very sharp that we deemed eight-inch tile amply sufhcient to 
carry out the design of the sewer, besides being less expen- 
sive. ‘The basins for taking the surface water were a sec- 
ondary consideration, and were put in so that the water so 
obtained might be used in leu of a flush tank for washing the 
sewer. During the progress of the work, heavy rains caused 
trouble and increased the expense, but we were able to keep 
the cost within the appropriation voted by the town, and 
up to the present date the working is satisfactory. Most of 
those benefitted by this sewer have been prompt to connect 
with it. Some have not done so, although duly notified, and 
the delinquents are now liable to a fine under the law passed 
at the last session of the Legislature. 

A similar sewer is needed on Chapel street, so called, and 
we hope the prayer of those citizens who have asked in the 
town warrant may be granted. There are many places in 
town where it seems to us that some work should be done at 
public expense ‘for the purpose of giving adjacent property 
better sanitation. Near the residence of Mrs. Adams, on the 
west side of the river, the culvert under the highway has fallen 
in and choked the drainage of the land west of it. This 
should be rebuilt in such a manner as to give the land in ques- 
tion proper drainage, and similar service is needed at the

culvert near the Catholic Church at Ashuelot. At Lower Ash- 
uelot, on the Broad Brook road near the residence of the late 
J. E. Felch, are houses which need sewer drainage to the river. 
The sanitary condition of the Ashuelot school houses is so 
bad that we have cited the Board of Education to take action, 
and we are unanimous in condemning the site of the house at 
the upper village as unfit from a sanitary point for school 
purposes.

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REMARKS. 


In explanation to the foregoing statements we offer the fol- 
lowing remarks. The appropriation for the Fire Depart- 
ment was only $400; there was no money raised to pay the 
firemen anything in excess of what was allowed by law, yet 
we have paid all bills for such services which have been pre- 
sented and approved by the Firewards. The expense for sup- 
port of paupers has been very large, in that we have exceeded 
the appropriation. Our unfortunate poor must be aided regard- 

less of expense. Although the amount: paid to keep the 
roads in repair has been large, we feel that our acts in this, to 
a reasonable mind, would be beyond criticism, for the fact 
that the frequent rains have kept the roads soft and done much 
damage to them. Although, as is always the case, we have 
been subject to some complaint and comment by people in each 
locality, yet we have tried to distribute the outlay as evenly as 
was possible. In accordance with the law and by request, we 
have caused and paid for having the doors at the Town Hall 
changed and hung so as to open either way; had it not been 
for this outlay the receipts would have more than balanced the 
account. We have been well pleased with the Janitor of the 
hall, Mr. W. L. Rixford, having heard no complaint of him 
from any person during the entire year. Although there was 
no appropriation for the same at our last annual meeting, yet 
we have caused a fence to be built around the new part of 
Evergreen Cemetery, complete, thereby carrying out the vote 
of the town in 1888. We have paid the Conant Library Com- 
mittee $344.95, as expenses for plans, specifications, ete. ; 
there was no appropriation for this, yet the town voted that 
the committee be paid. 

In the building of the sidewalk at Ashuelot we assumed 
_the responsibility to extend it somewhat beyond the point 
which the article and appropriation called for, yet the receipts 
paid and those due from the abuttors will leave a balance in 
favor of the walk. ‘There was no appropriation or vote of 
the town for sidewalks in the Centre Village, yet upon being 
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presented with a large petition signed by many of our promi- 
nent business men, we felt obliged to comply with the law, 
and feel that the walk built was a necessity as well as a public 
benefit. 

We, upon petition, appraised land damages and assessed a 
tax for building a new school house in Rabbit Hollow. The 
house has been built and furnished, and there is a balance left 
in the treasury. Although we have been subject to much 
comment for our acts in the discharge of our duties in this, 
yet we feel that we have acted conscienciously and impartially, 
and have abided strictly in accordance with the law. 

The list of errors in taxes is quite large; a greater portion 
of the errors are due to the changes in the owners of real 
estate, and by said owners not notifying the Assessors of such 
changes, which were numerous the past year. In justice to 
the Collector, we would say that our report shows an abate- 
ment of taxes to the Collector of the amount of $199.27, 
which is largely due to poll tax payers leaving town before the 
tax could be collected ; but to offset this amount, the Collector 
has collected from those not found by the Assessors, $50, 
which is taken from the above and deposited in the treasury. 
On the tax for the Rabbit Hollow school house, the abatement 
to Collector is $9.51 ; amount received by Collector from per- 
sons not assessed is $3.45. We believe that no person can 
reasonably find fault with the manner in which Mr. Saben 
discharges his duties as Collector. 

The expenses for town officers for the past year have not 
exceeded the amount for same in years previous. ‘The bills 
for Overseer of Poor are quite large, owing to an act of the 
General Court, bringing the settlement of paupers down to 
1880, which has taken much time for the Overseer to look up 
cases and establish claims to the County. Our report of aid 
for dependent soldiers and their families is brief. The law 
makes it a fine of $500 for Selectmen or Overseers to report 
any soldier or member of a soldier’s family who have lived in 
town three years previous to their application for aid as paupers. 

In 1888, as by vote of the town, the Selectmen borrowed

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$1,000 for the purpose of putting in a sewer from the school 
house in the Centre Village to the Ashuelot river. At the 
annual meeting in 1889 the town voted to borrow $1,500 to 
purchase a plot of ground for the Conant Library building, 
and for a new Town Hall, making in all $2,500. Our report 
shows that the town is not in debt to this amount, but has 
assets enough to bring the indebtedness of the town down to 
$952. The expense for services of police have been some- 
what smaller than the same for either of the two previous 
years. We have paid each officer for only the actual time 
spent on duty, and the necessary expenses incurred. 

In conclusion, we have no desire to change our record, 
and could not if we would. We have tried to discharge our 
duties faithfully and impartially. We do not claim perfection, 
and may have made mistakes. We leave it all for the consid- 
eration of our constituents.
